Taxation is a pertinent issue, for it 
touches tho tenderest of nerves, that 
of the pocket. 
Tile last Constitu­ 
tional Convention submitted ail arti­ 
cle which read “ Furor Against equal 
taxation.’’ The electors thought that 
meant iii >11 ey and real estate should 
bo assessed in the sumo proportion, 
and voted it down. 
Tile real [nth of 
it was that it proposed to exempt 
mortgaged premises to the amount of 
the mortgage. 
Had this been known, 
it would have been carried. 
With all 
our boasted intelligence, that ques­ 
tion was decided through ignorance. 
Now it will lie re-submitted with a 
better result. 


The Cast of Strikes. 
For weeks past the workingmen of 
New York city have been on a strike 
for “ eight hours,” which means that 
eight hours shall be considered a full 
day s work, aud that for these eight 
hours of labor the workingman shall 
receive as much as he has hitherto 
had for t it horns work. 
It is there­ 
fore practically a demand for twenty- 
five per cent, more wages. 
Tins strike hasbeen accompanied by 
some violent demonstrations,in which 
Hie employers’ right to hire whom 
they please has been resisted,aud men 
havo been driven a say from shops in 
which they desired to wofk and i: 
which the employers wanted them to 
stay. 
The most outrageous of these 
demonstrations was one made against 
it firm of sugar refiners, which had 
erected machinery to make its own 
barrels and whoso use of the same 
was disputed by the workmen with 
threats of destroying the mill. 
This 
is fiat communism. 
Tile lack of economy of strikes is for­ 
cibly aho wit by the statistics created 
by this one. 
These statistics are so 
convincing that every workingman 
possessing common sense should be 
uhlc to sec that it is the most losing 
game he eau go into. 
The eases in 
which the striker succeeds in getting 
an immediate rise of wages are very 
few, about equal to the chances of a 
lottery or gambling game. The strikes 
mainly result in altogether failing to 
procure an advance or in obtaining 
one after a long interval of idleness, 
in which no wages whatever are earn 
cd. 
In the first instance they are a 
dead loss, aud the workman is short 
just so much money which lie might 
liavo earned had lie continued at 
work, while lie has gained nothing in 
plan) of it. 
In tubulating the re­ 
sults of the New York strikes Thr 
Tribune estimates that 
employees 
have sustained a direct loss of $1,- 
674.950, and that if the strike contin­ 
ued a year there would lie a loss of 
nearly forty-two millions to employer 
ami employees. 
But even what is called a success­ 
ful strike is a losing nitration to the 
work iiigman. 
HupjKising a man get­ 
ting $2 a day, strikes for $2.50, and 
gets it at the end of two mouths. He 


lo s e s in wages for that two mouths 
$104, counting ‘20 days to the month. 
Commencing work at the cml of the 
month it will tako eight months 
steady labor for him to recover out 
of h is advance the loss incurred iii 


ly in g idle for two months, so that at 


t h e e n d of ten months he is just at 
the suine p o in t h e w a s ut tho sta r t, 
mpjiosing n o sick d a y s h a v e iuter- 
rened. 
Now if th e d e m a n d exceeded 
the s u p p ly sufficient to w a r ra n t th e 
id Vance h e would h a v e 
r ec e iv e d it 
anyway. 
If it is n o t, th en th e 
tul- 
van ce eau only be maintained lur a 
shoat time, so that long before he 
bas had time to recover his lost wages 
by the advance th e price tumbles 
again and be is just so much out of 
p o c k ) t. 
For tho amount of mousy cur 
woikingmen lose in those strikes they 
must be very ,k>ni of paying for 
luxuries.
